frame inner face, the outer face having a flexible perimeter flange projecting outwardly 
from an upper portion of the filter frame outer face which the flexible perimeter flange 
can bend inwardly so as to be substantially flush with the frame outer face and can 
extend outward in a direction substantially perpendicular to the filter frame outer face 
and is located at the top edge of the filter frame for a substantially flat surface on which 
an air plenum or diffuser can rest.
